Ruling That George Longiey Is Not 
Sen of Manufacturer Called

CHICAGO, ~Dec. 29.—The Appel- 
late Court ruled today that George 
Adair Green Longiey, 55 years old, 
of Los Angeles, should be given a 
further opportunity to 
was the son of the late Albert W. 
Longley, hat manufacturer, and

The Appeals Judges decided a 
previous ruling .by Circuit Judge 
Michael J. Feinberg of Chicago that 
Longley was not the manufacturer's 
son constituted “a substantial injus- 
tice.”

Judge Feinberg was criticised for 
refusing to allow evidence to be in- 
troduced which attorneys had said 
would tend to show the elder Long- 
ley was unduly influenced in draw- 
ing up his will. In the earlier trial, 
the Mendelian law—which holds 
that blue-eyed parents can not have 
a brown-eyed child—was invoked. 
George Longiey has brown eyes. Al- 
bert Longley and his first wife had 
blue eyes.
